Cheo and Fang (1980) described Cardamine 
heterophylla from China. This is a later homonym 
of C. heterophylla (G. Forst.) O.E.Schulz from 
New Zealand published in Bot. Jahrb. 32:487 
(1903). 

The species described by Cheo and Fang (1980) 
is distinguished from C.heterophylla (G. Forst.) O. 
E. Schulz by the tri- or quinquefoliate radical 
leaves, the approximately 12 cauline leaves, the 
always quinquefoliate basal, the trifoliate middle 
leaves and simple upper leaves. It is clear that the 
species is distinctly different from C. heterophylla 
(G. Forst.) O.E. Schulz in morphological charac¬ 
ters and distribution. 

This Chinese species resembles C. hygrophylla, C. 
anhuiensis and C. tanakae in having suborbicular 
leaflets with irregular obtuse, dentate margins and 


divergent venation and makes a natural group to¬ 
gether with these species.
